Are 
Getting 
Common— Living 


Standards Greatly Improve. 


Chicago, Feb. 24.— Day of the 
weekly bath in the family wash 
tub will soon be only a memory 
on American farms. 
Bath tubs in the farm houses of 
the United States now total 1,- 
275,252, or an average 
of 
one 
tub for every five farms, accord­ 
ing to Miss Irene 
Folev, 
home 
economist of Wichita, 
Kans., in 
an address here. 
“ improvement in the standard 
of living on 
American 
farms is 
rapidly bringing all the comforts 
of city life to the country,” said 
Miss Folev. 
“ More than 32 per 
cent of the nation’s farm homes 
or 2,040,404 have running water 
for cooking, washing, 
and other 
household purposes. 
There is an 
average of 1.29 
cooking 
stoves 
per farm house, including gaso­ 
line pressure cookers which man­ 
ufacture 
their 
own gas with all 
the safety and 
convenience 
of 
city gas systems. 
“ Thirty-eight per cent of the 
farm women of 
America 
have 
abandoned the 
slavery 
of 
the 


washboard in favor 
of 
washing 
machines. 
Old-fashioned 
flat­ 
irons are giving place to modern 
self-heating gasoline irons. More 
than 65 per cent of the nation’s 
farm families have 
musical 
in­ 
struments, 
While less than 
10 
per 
cent of 
farm 
houses 
are 
equipped with electric light, gas­ 
oline lamps 
perfected to a high 
degree of safety 
and efficiency, 
provide all 
the 
illumination of 
city dwellings. 
Twenty per cent 
of Uncle Sam ’s farm houses have 
hard wood floors, while 
58 
per 
cent boast of kitchen cabinets.
